Daniel Romuladez was born in Leyte. He was a 
Filipino politician who served as Speaker of the 
House of Re resentatives from 1957 to 1962. He 
first entered politics in 1949 when he was 
elected to represent the Fourth District of Leyte 
in the House of Representatives and was re- 
elected in 1953 and 1957. In 1961, Romualdez 


was elected Representative of the First District 
of Leyte. He served as Speaker Pro-Tempore 
during the 3rd Congress and House Speaker 


from 1953-1962. Pride of Waray-Waray.

He 
worked and wrote for newspaper 
publishing companies He 
published several of his works 
and received awards for his 
literature. 


Bernabe started his political 
career as a deputy in 
Philippine Congress: he also 
became a Spanish teacher at the 
University of the Philippines and 
at the Spanish Institute of San 
Juan de Letran. He was then 
appointed National Poct in 1950, 
and published his last work in 
1957, three years before he passed 
away. 
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Last but not the least, one of the 
pure-blooded Parafiaquefos is 
Atty. Jaime Ferrer. 


Ferrer (1916-1987), was a 
politician and a public servant. 
He was known as one of the 
leadets of the ROTC Guerilla 
Hunf in Paranaque during World 
War 2.

During President Cory Aquino's 
term, he served as the Secretary of 
Local Government before he was 
assassinated in the corner of 
Vicente Medina St., Brgy. La 
Huerta in 1987. 


These are some of the few pure- 
blooded Paranaquenos who have 
served the country and are 
considered to bé one of 
Paranaque's greatest treasures.
